"The plan is," 'says Mr.''Gary, "to 


give this instruction within the shops 
themselves and, so far as possible, by 
men already employed by the manu- 
facturer in the capacity of.foreman 
or something of the sort, the in- 
struction to be paid for by the city, 
state and nation. This instruction 
is to be narrowly vocational or :n- 
dustrial, is to be largely superficial— 
that is, immediately "practical." It 
is furthermore the plan, in so far as 
I am able to learn, and as I believe, 
to compel the local authorities 'and 
all state officials to carry out the di- 
rections of the national board to the 
letter, or failing in that, the state 
will not get the national aid. 


"These are some of the facts the 


present writer pointed out when the 
legislature was in session last win- 
ter, and at the same time he counsel- 
ed caution and such delay^as would 
enable the state to discover how 
much it would have to pay for its 
whistle. But the lobbyists, who by 
the way were steadily on the job 
during the entire session of the leg- 
islature h?.d already succeeded in cre- 
ating a melital state on the part of 
some of our legislators which was 
perfectly impervious to reason. 


Legislature Fooled. 


"Most members of the legislature 


who fell for this sort were no doubt 
misinformed and thought they were 
following a proper line of procedure.. 
3ne or two of these lobbyists boastecf 
before the legislature met that they 
would "create a mob psychology in 
the legislature that would put this 
thing through." They declared that 
they would make "every prospective 
candidate for a desirable office of 
any sort think that his whole sal- 
vation, now and hereafter, was wrap- 
pod up in the .success of this move- 
ment tp establish two sets of schools 
in Wisconsin. They are reported fa 
have laughed over their success at 
the close of the legislature. 


"As a matter of fact this whole 


tendency is developing in the direc- 
.tior«that leaves high and dry the or- 
dinary form of continuation or part- 
time school and it 'would seem that 
it would be necessary for the state 
to enact some such legislation as 
we had to begin to look after the in- 
terests and welfare of children who 
have dropped out of -public schools 
but who have not as yet selected any 
industry for which they wish to pre'- 
pare themselves and in which they 
are engaging! 


"I recall that the last word said 


to me by Mr. Hicks was this: 'Mr. 
Gary, the continuation and part-time 
school movement as we have been in- 
terested in it and have tried to de- 
velop it, is dead in the State of Wis- 
consin.; How nearly he was correct 
still remains to be seen, but matters 
are rapidly gravitating in a direc- 
tion which would tend to prove -he 
truth of his prediction."

In a new oifenaive between ".Arras and Ypres the Ger- 


.. mans have pushed back the center ".of the allied lirie'ion an 


eleven niile front. Heavy fighting still goes on with the 
British and Portuguese striking hard against the enemy on 
the line of the river Lys, southwest of Anneritieres, and the 
Britlsh'holding the "advance in check south of Armentieres 
and at Givenchy, the extreme ends of the battlefront. 


The purpdle of the German effort is not yet clear. It 


has only succeeded in entering the foremost defenses'at "sev- 
eral points along the front, but should the' enemy drive 
through to beyond Bethune and the Clarence river, the 
strong British positions at Arras and Ypres would be' en- 
dangered. The Germans attacked in strong''force after a 
most severe artillery-bombardment of 48 hours. 


On a'front of about four miles between Neuye Chapelle 


and Cardonniere farm the Portuguese, and British have been 
driven back about a mile and Laventie, west of Fauquissart, 
is in German hands. The enemy also has occupied Rpche- 
bourg-St. Vaas, south of Neuve Chapeile. On the nojrthern 
end the British still hold Fluefbalx and have tnrown'back 
the Germans at the.LaBassee canal, on the southern ex- 
tremity. 


For more than eighteen months there has been no 


heavy..operations on this front. Prior to the offensive, in 
Picardy, the Germans had bombarded 'this front heavily. 


Below Arras and across the Somme to the region of 


Coucy, there has been no infantry activity, although the ar- 
tillery duels have been most violent. 
French J.artillery 


broke up a German attack near Hangard, south of the 
Somme, and west of Noyon an enemy assault was repulsed 
' by French infantry and artillery. The German advance 
between the pise and the Ailette apparently has been check- 
ed by the French. 


German troops, with the help of Finland and the 


Ukraine, continue to advance eastward into-Kussia. In 
Finland, Helsingfors, the capital,'is reported ie danger of 
capture, while in the south the German and Ukrainian 
forces have occupied Kharkov, 400 miles south of Moscow. 
This is the furthest point east yet reached by the Germans. 
The Bolslieviki, government has begun peace negotiations 
with the Ukraine. Hints of Premier Lenine that the Japan- 
ese landing at Vladisvostok will bring grave complications' 
for Great Britain, France and Japan have not yet eventuated 
into action.

Poultry Expert 


There are a few important con- 


ditions to be considered when you set 
a hen. 


First, should be the location of the 


nest which should be a rather se- 
cluded place where no other fowls 
can get .to her. or .where she will not 
like y be disturbed by rats, cats, 
minks or weasels. A cracker box 
with one side oft* of it,-with a five 
inch strip nailed across the box at 
one end of the open side. Then set 
the box on end and place the nest 
material m the box,.and be careful to 
pack it well into the corners, and at 
the same time, be sure to have en- 
ough in the center so the hen cannot 
W*OI£ 
u eggs ^own on *° thP bottom 
of the box and break them getting 
on or off. The nest should be mads 
with a gradual incline to the center 
to keep the eggs in the best of con- 
dition. We have found' that 
oat 


straw with chaff makes a very good 


nest. The box shonld then be placed 
on the floor or ground with the open 
side_ away from the light. A hen, 
during the period of incubation, pre- 
fers a rather dark place and will al- 
ways find such a place if left to 
choose in such surroundings. 
She 


should be in an enclosure where she 
can come off with feed and ws:cr 
close to the nest. She will 
soon 


leam to get off when she wishes -few 
and water and will return :o 
rhe 


nest in due time. Wher. she ifi rirfj 
transferred to the nest, which should 
be just after dusk, she should w 
given a few china epgs to interest 
her for a couple of days. Then if 
she is desirous of holding down the 
job, place the eggs under her cart- 
fully after having removed the china 
ones. 


Then watch her to see that no epP 


are broken, and keep her free rrort 
vermin, and in twenty to twenty- 
one days the success or failure win 
be told.
